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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Clearly,  the  tragic  events  of  September  1 1,  2001  were  the  defining  moments  of  the  past 
year.  Our  thoughts  and  support  go  to  those  directly  impacted  by  the  events  of  that  day 
and  those  now  serving  in  our  armed  forces.  The  terrorist  attacks  and  the  ensuing  war 
have  caused  many  of  us  to  reflect  on  our  good  fortune  and  to  truly  appreciate  what  we,  as 
a  community,  share  in  Francestown. 

Since  receiving  your  approval,  last  year,  to  proceed  with  three  significant  projects,  we  are 
happy  to  report  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made: 

1)  The  demolition  of  the  former  "Crotched  Mountain  East"  ski  lodge,  together 
with  a  number  of  ancillary  buildings,  was  completed.  Our  special  thanks  go 
to  Don  and  Sonny  Hardwick,  George  Whipple  and  the  Francestown  Fire 
Department  for  their  efforts  and  generosity  in  accomplishing  this  task. 

2)  Plans  for  a  new  Town  Highway  Facility  are  nearing  completion  and  we  plan 
to  make  a  full  report  on  this  project  at  this  year's  town  meeting.  We  wish  to 
recognize  the  hard  work  of  the  building  committee:  Paul  Ellis,  Scott  Carbee, 
Ed  Gagnon,  Betsy  Hardwick  and  Tom  Plourde. 

3)  After  receiving  input  from  the  community  and  negotiating  with 
representatives  from  the  State  Department  of  Transportation  concerning 
details  for  the  rebuilding  of  Main  Street,  the  Selectmen  have  advised  State 
authorities  that  the  Town  is  ready  to  proceed  with  the  project.  We  expect 
construction  to  begin  in  2003  or  2004  as  DOT's  schedule  allows. 

A  special  thanks  is  due  to  the  members  of  our  Police  and  Highway  Departments  who,  in 
their  specific  areas  of  responsibility,  responded  well  to  an  above  average  demand  and 
workload. 

There  were  fewer  new  housing  starts  in  Francestown  this  past  year  compared  to  those  of 
the  previous  two  years.  Indications  are,  however,  that  this  downtrend  will  not  continue. 
We  support  the  continuing  efforts  of  our  dedicated  Conservation  Commission  and  the 
nonprofit  group,  Francestown  Land  Conservation  Inc.,  to  protect  undeveloped  land  in  our 
community. 

As  always,  we  thank  everyone  who  offered  their  time  and  expertise  for  out-Town 
committees  and  organizations.  Volunteer  government  is  the  keystone  to  the  well-being 
and  continuity  of  our  local  community.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New 
Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2001,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated 
January  17,  2002. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Francestown,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  establishing 
and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by 
management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  structure  are  to  provide  management  with 
reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  general  purpose  financial  statements  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control 
structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any 
evaluation  of  the  structure  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and 
procedures  may  deteriorate. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Francestown,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2001,  we  obtained  an  understanding  of 
the  internal  control  structure.  With  respect  to  the  internal  control  structure,  we  obtained  an 
understanding  of  the  design  of  relevant  policies  and  procedures  and  whether  they  have  been  placed  in 
operation,  and  we  assessed  control  risk  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  an  opinion  on  the 
internal  control  structure.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in 
the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards  established  by  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is  a  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a 
relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  and  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
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the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely 
period  by  employees  m  the  normal  course  of  performmg  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  no  matters 
involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  management  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
However,  this  report  is  a  matter  of  public  record,  and  its  distribution  is  not  hmited.

I'd  like  to  thank  the  town's  people  for  letting  us  know  when  they  are  burning  brush 
during  the  winter.  This  helps  because  we  won't  have  to  go  out  and  investigate  smoke 
sightings. 

The  members  of  the  fire  department  greatly  appreciate  and  thank  the  Auxiliary  for  their 
continued  efforts  in  making  sure  we  are  taken  care  of  at  fire  scenes  (v^th  refreshments 
and  moral  support).  It  makes  our  job  easier  to  accomplish  because  we  know  we  can 
coimt  on  you  to  be  there.

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New 
Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department 
to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are 
mandatory  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and 
surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire 
permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs.  Open  burning  is  a  privilege,  NOT  a  right.  Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our 
forest  resource!  Build  small  brush  piles  that  can  be  quickly  burned  and  extinguished. 

New  Hampshire  experienced  over  940  wildland  fires  in  2001.  Most  of  the  fires  were  human 
caused.  Due  to  dry  conditions  fires  spread  quickly  impacting  more  than  20  structures. 
Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  the 
house  and  make  sure  that  the  house  number  is  correct  and  visible.  Only  You  Can  Prevent 
Wildland  Fires.  Contact  your  local  Fire  Department  or  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands  website  at  www.nhdfl.com  or  call  271-2217  for  wildland  fire  safety 
information.

LIBRARY  TRUSTEE  REPORT  2001 

The  Library  has  completed  a  year  fiill  of  events  sponsored  by  the  Library  and  the 
community  alike.  Under  the  direction  of  Head  Librarian,  Joan  Hanchett,  book 
discussions,  education  and  enrichment  programs,  art  and  craft  exhibits  have  been  hosted 
as  well  as  regular  meetings  for  several  community  based  groups. 

We  welcomed  Helene  Voto,  our  new  Children's  Librarian.  Her  enthusiasm  and  energy 
for  encouraging  young  readers  has  been  remarkable.  During  this  year  our  community 
children  read  over  4,000  books.  Imagine  that! 

While  nearly  bursting  out  of  our  walls,  we  have  continued  to  investigate  plans  to  solve 
our  perilous  predicament  of  useable  space.  A  Ubrary  space  consultant,  recommended  by 
the  State  Board  of  New  Hampshire  Libraries,  was  engaged  to  study  our  present  situation 
and  project  future  space  requirements  for  our  community  library.  A  land  elevation 
survey  was  also  completed.  To  meet  our  immediate  space  demands,  more  freestanding 
bookshelves  have  been  constructed.  Since  all  the  wall  space  is  presently  filled  with 
shelving  every  added  floor  shelf  sacrifices  the  ever-diminishing  floor  space. 

The  Library  was  most  appreciative  of  the  many  gifts  during  the  year  to  our  building  fimd 
enabling  us  to  continue  to  pursue  fiiture  expansion  plans. 

During  this  year  Fletcher  Taft  has  computerized  the  finances  of  the  Library  to  create 
readily  available  spread  sheets. 

The  Trustees  express  their  gratitude  to  Joan,  Helene  and  the  staff  for  their  high  standard 
of  professionalism  and  dedication  to  the  success  of  The  George  Holmes  Bixby  Memorial 
Library.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION     2001  | 

The  commission  has  had  a  busy  and  productive  year. 

Throughout  the  year  the  board  reviewed  subdivision  proposals  and  wetland  applications, 
led  several  after-school  hikes  for  elementary  school  children,  developed  and  maintained  trails, 
sponsored  hikes  in  the  town  forest,  gave  out  seedlings  to  children  in  the  spring,  attended 
workshops,  updated  trail  maps,  reviewed  easement  properties,  completed  and  adopted  by-laws, 
initiated  several  grant  projects,  and  attended  to  many  other  issues. 

A  total  of  $23,620  in  grant  funds  have  been  approved  this  year,  (adding  to  a  previously 
approved  $2,910  grant).  $9660  total  funds  are  available  through  a  federally  funded  program  for 
wildlife  habitat  improvements  (WHIP),  $2000  in  funds  through  NH  Fish  &  Game  Small  Grants 
Program  for  developing  wildlife  fields,  and  $14,870  through  the  NH  Division  of  Parks  &  Trails 
for  recreational  projects  that  include  the  newly  constructed  trailhead  parking  area  and  trails,  as 
well  as  several  other  proposed  projects.  To  date  we  have  been  reimbursed  $700  from  the 
federally  funded  WHIP  grant,  and  have  submitted  a  reimbursement  request  to  the  NH  Division  of 
Parks  &  Tails  in  the  amount  of  $3,297  for  the  trailhead  parking  area.    Most  of  these  grants 
require  matching  funds  or  "in  kind"  donations,  and  so  far  we  have  reached  nearly  $4,000  in 
donated  time  and  materials,  thanks  to  so  many  volunteers  who  have  helped! 

Work  done  pertaining  to  the  various  grants  include;  the  new  trailhead  parking  area,  new 
trail  development,  picnic  areas,  seeding  of  landing  and  skid  roads,  planting  of  mast  producing 
seedlings  for  wildlife,  clearing  wildlife  fields,  and  beaver  habitat  improvements. 

A  delightful  new  trail  has  been  developed  to  the  summit  of  Crotched  Mountain,  the 
development  of  this  trail  was  supported  by  the  commission  but  mostly  built  by  Greenfield 
resident  and  avid  hiker  Ted  Bonner.  Two  hikes  were  sponsored  on  the  new  trail,  one  in  July  and 
one  in  October. 

A  project  was  sponsored  in  July  for  NH  Trails  Day.  Many  volunteers  showed  up  to  rake 
and  clear  existing  trails  in  the  town  forest.  This  was  so  successful  that  two  more  Trail  Days  were 
held  to  work  on  new  trails,  one  in  September  and  another  in  November. 

Another  bio-mass  timber  harvest  was  completed  on  40  acres  in  the  Crotched  Mt.  Town 
forest,  and  a  conventional  timber  harvest  has  begun.  These  are  selective  harvests  that  are  done 
using  sound,  sustainable  forestry  practices  that  include  timber  stand  and  wildlife  habitat 
improvements.  A  profit  of  over  $26,000  was  made  in  2001  from  timber  sales. 

The  commission  is  currently  developing  a  very  thorough  stewardship  plan  for  all  town 
forests  using  guidelines  provided  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning  (the  same  plan  used  by  LCHIP) 
and  with  assistance  from  our  consulting  foresters.  AH  aspects  of  the  stewardship  of  our  town 
forests  will  be  carefully  considered.  The  outline  of  this  plan  includes;  1)  A  description  of 
property  including  ecological  and  legal  information,  2)0bjectives  for  conservation,  including 
natural  features,  educational  uses,  wildlife  habitat,  recreational  use,  productive  uses, 
natural/wilderness  areas  (future  old  growth  forest)  or  limited  management  areas,  GIS/GPS 
referencing,  and  income,  and  3)  Implementation  of  objectives.  Once  a  draft  of  this  plan  has  been 
completed  an  informational  public  meeting  will  be  held  before  the  plan  is  finalized  and  adopted. 

The  commission  continues  to  pursue  the  protection  of  land  for  open  space,  and  has 
reviewed  and  prioritized  several  properties.  While  continuing  to  be  interested  in  any  properties 
that  are  important  for  conservation  of  natural  resources  or  for  protecting  the  rural  character  of  our 
town,  the  board  is  currently  focusing  on  protecting  land  within  the  largest  unfragmented  area  in 
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Francestown,  the  very  area  surrounding  the  Crotched  Mt.  Town  Forest.  Recently  developed 
criteria  has  established  that  an  area  of  unfragmented  land  greater  than  1000  acres  is  of  extreme 
importance  to  bio-diversity  and  the  protection  of  many  species.  ("Unfragmented"  meaning  not 
broken  up  by  maintained  roads  or  development.)  The  board  hopes  to  protect  more  than  1000 
acres  in  this  important  area  of  diverse  wildlife  habitat,  and  asks  for  your  continued  support  in  our 
conservation  efforts. 

The  commission  is  grateful  for  all  the  volunteers  who  have  assisted  on  various  projects 
throughout  the  year,  without  the  help  of  so  many  the  success  of  our  projects  would  not  be 
possible.  We  look  forward  to  another  year  of  projects  and  activities  and  thank  you  for  your 
continued  support.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  REPORT  2001 

The  winter  of  2001  has  started  off  rather  slow.  To  this  date  we  haven't  had  any  large 
storms,  which  has  helped  keep  the  costs  of  manpower  down  to  a  minimum,  but  not  the 
costs  of  the  sand  and  salt. 

Due  to  a  major  breakdown  of  the  10-wheeler  this  past  spring,  it  needed  to  be  replaced. 
We  purchased  a  state  surplus  1990  Ford  10-wheeler.  So  far  it  is  working  out  great. 

During  the  summer  2"  NH  Turnpike  South  was  worked  on.  One  mile  from  the  town  line 
north  was  rebuilt,  installing  new  culverts  and  underdrain.  FS&G  did  an  excellent  job  on 
the  project. 

Due  to  the  cost  of  the  new  highway  garage,  the  Selectmen  have  decided  to  postpone  the 
work  to  be  done  on  the  next  section  of  roadway  until  next  year. 

I  would  like  to  take  the  time  to  sincerely  thank  all  of  my  help,  both  full  and  part  time,  for 
the  support  they  have  given  me  this  entire  past  year.  The  Town  is  very  lucky  to  have 
such  dedicated  people  working  for  them.

EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  2001 

As  a  result  of  the  September  1 1***  national  tragedy,  the  importance  of  emergency 

procedures  is  the  highest  priority.  Fire,  Police,  other  public  officials,  and  myself  have 

met  on  numerous  occasions  to  review  current  response  policies  and  procedures.  I  have 

attended  a  bomb  seminar  and  terrorist  incident  response  training  sessions  in  the  past  few 

months.  Our  children's  safety  is  our  primary  concern.  Your  emergency  response  team 

has  met  with  school  officials  to  outline  the  town's  plan  as  well  as  assist  in  the 

development  of  the  school's  options.  The  process  is  on  going. 

Also  under  review  is  the  town's  existing  emergency  response  plan  and  I  continue  to  seek 

grant  money  to  assist  in  the  renovation/restoration  of  the  academy  building  (Town  Hall) 

to  serve  as  a  shelter  site  and  to  replace  my  radio  communication  system. 

The  town  received  upwards  of  $35,000.00  in  FEMA  grants  to  mitigate  hazardous 

conditions  on  Dennison  Pond  Road. 

As  always  I  am  available  to  provide  information  on  emergency  management  issues.

Of  the  dogs  reported  missing  some  either  returned  home  on  their  own  or  ended  up  being 
reported  as  strays  and  were  united  with  their  owners  -  due  to  the  fact  they  were  wearing 
collars  which  had  some  sort  of  identification  tag  -  license,  rabies  tag,  name  tag. 

Animals  picked  up  and  no  owner  found  were  taken  to  the  Monadnock  Human  Society  in 
Swanzey. 

A  rabies  clinic  will  again  be  held  this  year  -  probably  in  April  -  watch  for  posters  as  to 
the  date  and  time. 

State  law  requires  all  dogs  over  3  months  old  be  Hcensed  by  April  30th  each  year. 
Remember  -  in  addition  to  the  license  fee  -  there  is  an  additional  fee  after  June  1^'  to 
license  your  dog  (  $25.00  Forfeit  Fee  and  $1.00  per  month  for  each  month  you  are 
delinquent).  Proof  of  rabies  vaccination  (a  rabies  certificate)  is  required  to  license  your 
dog  -  make  sure  you  bring  the  certificate  with  you  when  you  go  to  the  Town  Office  to 
license  your  dog. 

State  law  also  requires  cats  be  vaccinated  against  rabies.

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  -  2001 


The  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  and  the 
Francestovm  Zoning  Ordinance  give  the  Board  of  Adjustment  the  power 
to  do  the  following:  (1)  Hear  appeals  from  administrative  decisions 
relating  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance ^  (2)  grant 
"Special  Exceptions"  under.. the  Ordinance,  (3)  authorize  "Variances" 
from  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance  and  (4)  grant  "Equitable  Waivers" 
from  compliance  with  the  dimensional  x-equirements  of  the  Ordinance. 
In-  each  case  the  power  of  the  Board  is  strictly  limited,  by  the 
terms  of  the  Statutes  and  the  Ordinance.  Persons  wishing  to  bring 
a  matter  before  the  Board  should  examine  the  Ordinance  before 
filing  an  application.  Copies  of  the  Ordinance,  forms  for 
applications  and  information  on  filing  fees  and  costs  are  available 
at  the  Town  Offices. 

The  2001  Board,  for  much  of  the  year,  consisted  of  Guy  A. 
Swenson,  Jr.,  Chairman,  Charles  M.  Pyle,  Jr.,  Vice-Chairman, 
Richard  S.  Mikula,  Richard  Kiczek,  Carol  Ireland,  Clerk  and  Josef 
Nemeth  as  the  sole  alternate.  Richard  Mikula  resigned,  after  many 
years  of  dedicated  and  valuable  service,  in  October  and  Josef 
Nemeth  was  appointed  to  replace  him  as  a  regular  member  of  the 
Board.  Also  serving  as  alternates  were  Steven  Brown  and  Lois 
Leavitt .  Kira  Kilmer  served  as  recording  secretary. 

During  2001  the  Board  held  only  three  meetings  covering  only 
one  application.  The  sole  application  for  a  Variance  was  granted. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  o£  Adjustment  are  scheduled  for 
the  second  thursday  of  each  month.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the 
piiblic. 

Although  little  was  required  of  members  of  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  in  2  001,  it  must  be  prepared  to  act  upon  applications 
promptly.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that  there  be  a  full  Board  of 
five  members  and  three  alternates  duly  appointed  at  all  times  as 
illness,  a  possible  conflict  of  interest  or  other  reason  may 
prevent  one  or  more  from  sitting  on  a  matter.  Any  citizen  of 
Francestown  willing  to  make  a  small  contribution  of  time  and  effort 
to  the  Town  should  file  with  the  Selectmen.

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FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD  ~  2001 

Following  Town  Meeting  in  March  2001,  two  elected  members  of  the 
Planning  Board  chose  to  step  down  for  personal  reasons:  Mary  Frances 
Carey  and  Chairman  Stewart  Brock.  The  Board  voted  to  appoint  William 
McAuley  to  serve  the  remaining  year  of  Carey's  term,  and  voted  to  appoint 
Peter  Zahn  to  serve  one  year  of  Brock's  remaining  two-year  term.  McAuley 
and  Zahn  had  previously  been  serving  as  Planning  Board  Alternates. 

The  Board  then  voted  to  appoint  Lisa  Stewart  to  replace  William 
McAuley  as  Planning  Board  Alternate  for  the  one  year  remaining  in  his 
term,  and  to  appoint  Cathy  Eby  as  an  Alternate  for  a  three-year  term,  which 
expires  in  2004. 

Board  members  elected  Benjamin  Watson  as  Chairman  and  Sandra 
Ellis  as  Secretary  (Vice-Chair).  Sarah  Pyle  was  asked  to  serve  as  Chair  of 
the  Completeness  Review  Committee,  replacing  Watson. 

In  2001  the  Planning  Board  approved  two  subdivisions:  a  two-lot 
subdivision  for  Clyde  Cilley  on  Pleasant  Pond  Road,  and  a  three-lot 
subdivision  for  Richard  and  Stacy  Borden  on  Woodward  Hill  Road. 

In  addition,  the  Board  conditionally  approved  a  two-lot  subdivision 
and  lot  line  adjustment  for  the  William  MacAdam  heirs  on  New  Boston 
Road  (Route  136). 

The  Board  held  two  prelimmary  consultations  during  2001  at  the 
request  of  Sigrid  Williams,  Poor  Farm  Road,  and  Monica  Derr,  Clarkville 
Road. 

One  subdivision  application,  from  Warren  and  Candace  Wilson,  Poor 
Farm  Rd.,  was  received  by  the  Board  on  December  12.  Due  to  seasonal 
considerations,  the  acceptance  of  this  application  was  deferred  until  2002, 
when  ground  conditions  are  suitable  for  the  Board  to  conduct  a  proper  site 
review  prior  to  the  required  public  hearing. 

The  other  major  task  undertaken  by  the  Board  in  2001  was  the 
revision  of  the  town's  Subdivision  Regulations,  which  went  into  effect  on 
September  4.  Beyond  specific  changes,  the  Board's  intent  was  to  create  a 
simpler,  more  user-friendly  Application  for  Subdivision  form,  and  to 
update  the  Fee  Schedule,  to  reflect  the  increased  costs  of  postage,  public 
notice,  and  town  administrative  costs  since  the  late  1980s,  when  the 
previous  fee  schedule  was  put  into  effect. 

Following  approval  of  the  revised  Subdivision  Regulations,  the  Board 
held  preliminary  discussions  on  a  revised  and  expanded  Phased 
Development  section.  It  is  expected  that  the  Board  v^ll  revisit  this 
discussion  during  2002  and  hold  public  hearings  as  needed. 
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During  2001  the  Board  began  laying  the  groundwork  for  updating 
sections  of  the  Town's  Master  Plan,  and  began  the  process  of  preparing  a 
new  Master  Plan  Questionnaire.  This  questionnaire  will  offer  a  "sense  of 
the  town"  on  a  variety  of  planning,  policy,  and  "quality  of  life"  issues,  and 
is  intended  to  inform  decisions  and  priorities  made  by  the  Planning  Board 
and  other  town  departments  and  officials. 

Peter  Zahn  continued  to  direct  the  town's  ongoing  TrafiBc  Study 
Program.  The  data  generated  by  these  reports  are  used  by  the  Planning 
Board  to  monitor  road  use  and  traffic  impact  throughout  Francestown.  The 
goal  is  to  eventually  have  accurate  vehicle-trip  numbers  for  every  road  in 
town,  both  to  help  in  prioritizing  road  maintenance  projects  and  to  be  used 
in  traffic  impact  studies  that  may  be  needed  in  fUture  when  the  Board 
considers  significant  subdivisions  or  site  developments.  In  200  L  traffic 
counters  were  placed  in  the  following  locations  for  periods  of 
approximately  two  weeks. 

•  Bennington  Road  (Route  47)  area,  at  Town  Line  (Crotched 
Mountain  West),  at  Mountain  Rd.,  at  Pleasant  Pond  Rd.,  and 
on  Campbell  Hill  Rd. 

•  2nd  NH  Turnpike  South  area  feeder  roads:  Russell  Station 
Rd.,  Red  House  Rd.,  Journey's  End  Rd.,  Cross  Rd. 

•  Bible  Hill  Rd.  area:  Bible  Hill  Rd.,  Poor  Farm  Rd. 

Copies  of  road  counts,  for  this  or  previous  years'  studies,  are  available 
for  public  inspection  upon  request  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board. 
Anyone  wishing  to  help  the  Board  in  this  ongoing  study  program  during 
the  summer  and  fall  of  2002  should  contact  the  Chairman. 

In  September  2001  Kira  Kilmer  stepped  down  fi-om  her  part-time 
position  as  Minutes  Clerk/Administrative  Assistant  for  the  Planning  Board 
and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment.  In  November,  Francestown  resident  Jill 
Delorey  was  hired  to  fill  this  position. 

During  2002,  the  Planning  Board  intends  to  revise  and  update  the 
town's  Site  Plan  Regulations  (including  adding  a  new  section  that  would 
govern  telecommunications  facilities),  and  to  review  the  town's  Driveway 
Regulations  (at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  In  addition,  the 
Board  will  continue  its  update  of  the  town's  Master  Plan. 

We  encourage  all  interested  persons  to  attend  our  meetings,  which  are 
regularly  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month.

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FRANCESTOWN'S  SIX-YEAR  (2002-2007) 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PLAN 

The  Town's  Capital  Improvement  Plan  (CIP)  is  a  valuable  planning 
tool  that  serves  to  help  the  Town  anticipate,  prioritize,  coordinate  and 
manage  capital  expenditures.  The  first  CIP  was  prepared  13  years  ago, 
establishing  reserves  as  the  Tovra's  preferred  method  of  funding  large-ticket 
items. 

The  Planning  Board  believes  that  the  success  of  the  CIP  is  due  to 
coherent  and  sensible  planning;  to  interdepartmental  support  and  cooperaticm 
in  contributing  to  the  plan,  prioritizing  projects  and  planned  expenditures;  to 
the  formal  articulation  of  town  policies  and  goals  underlying  spending 
recommendations;  and  to  a  sustained  effort  to  keep  voters  as  fiiUy  informed 
as  possible. 

If  in  the  future,  Francestown  voters  decide  to  adopt  a  growth 
management  ordinance,  the  law  requires  that  the  town  have  a  CIP  in  place.  A 
CIP  is  also  required  by  law  before  a  town  can  require  impact  fees  be  paid  by 
developers. 

2002  Town  Warrant: 

The  Planning  Board  is  recommending  a  spending  plan,  net  of  reserves 
and  other  offset  revenues,  of  $312,504  compared  to  a  recommended  plan  of 
$354,001  in  2001,  amended  on  the  floor  to  $323,001. 

The  largest  town  expenditure  for  the  coming  year  will  be  the 
construction  of  a  much-needed  highway  garage.  To  cover  the  cost,  currently 
anticipated  to  be  $400,000,  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
Budget  and  Advisory  Committee  agree  that  fimds  normally  raised  to  fund 
road  improvement  reserves  be  redirected  to  fund  the  highway  garage. 
Increases  in  past  levels  of  reserve  fimding  are  recommended  for  the  Library 
Building  and  Conservation  Land  Reserves.  Because  almost  $28,000  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  to  meet  the  cost  of  reappraising  town  real  estate,  no 
funding  of  the  reserve  is  recommended  in  2002. 

Specifics  of  the  2001  CIP  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  are 
listed  in  Column  2  of  Exhibit  1  on  the  next  page.  Also  included  in  Exhibit  1 
are  the  warrant  articles  as  proposed.  Footnotes  indicate  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Budget  Committee  recommend  approval  of  a  particular  warrant  article. 

The  CIP  is  prepared,  and  this  summary  provided,  to  assist  voters  in 
their  decision  making  at  Town  Meeting.  For  additional  information  and/or  a 
copy  of  the  complete  6-year  CIP,  please  contact  the  Planning  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  fflSTORIAN-2001 


We  began  the  year  with  a  new  Police  Chief-  Lt  Philip  Woodbury  IE. 
There  were  923  registered  voters  in  town:  361  Republicans,  187  Democrats,  374 
Independent,  and  1  Green  Party. 

There  were  43  building  permits  issued:  14  houses,  1  deck,  5  bams,  8  garages,  3 
additions,  1  pool,  6  sheds,  3  screened  porches,  1  screen  house  and  I  gazebo. 

Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  sponsored  the  84'*'  Labor  Day 
weekend  celebration.  The  parade  theme  was  "Old  Wives  Tales".  On  Labor  Day,  the 
historical  rooms  were  open  for  the  first  time  at  their  new  location,  the  Town  Hall  Annex 
building.  The  historical  rooms  had  been  located  on  the  2"^  floor  of  the  George  Holmes 
Bixby  Memorial  Library  for  the  past  78  years.  Volunteers  in  the  historical  rooms 
continued  to  clean  and  catalogue  artifacts  and  complete  the  final  proofreading  of  the 
"Walking  Tour"  book.  The  Bam  Survey  is  nearing  completion. 

The  Old  Meeting  House  had  242  lifetime  and  73  annual  members.  Events  held  at  OMH 
included:  April-  Verdant  Visions;  May-  Tea  with  Tasha  Tudor;  June-  the  Bicentennial 
Celebration  of  the  OMH,  a  townwide  celebration  which  included  an  auction,  barbecue, 
re-enactment  of  Levi  Woodbury,  timber  fi-aming  demonstration  and  the  placement  of  a 
time  capsule  in  a  wall  of  the  OMH,  and  the  final  Unitarian  service  was  held  at  the  OMl^ 
September-  Labor  Day  Vespers  and  tours  of  the  OMH  on  Labor  Day;  December- 
Christmas  concert  by  the  Monadnock  Choir  Chamber  Singers  and  the  Holiday  House 
Tour.  There  were  2  meetings,  3  memorial  services  and  1 1  weddings  held  at  OMH 
throughout  the  year.  Restoration/Renovation  projects  included:  installation  of  a  new 
public  address  system,  water  heaters  for  the  bathrooms,  vapor  barrier  in  the  crawl  space, 
new  electrical  outlets  under  all  the  windows  and  in  the  balcony.  Also,  the  in-ground 
lighting  system  was  replaced.  Officers  were:  President-  Derald  Radtke,  VP  and 
Treasurer-  Bmce  Larsen,  Financial  Planner-  David  Avery,  Secretary/Publicity-  Stacy 
Borden,  Membership/Calendar  of  Events-  Merrill  Milke,  Restoration/Renovation-Phil 
Ireland,  Calendar  of  Events-  Mit  Boyle,  Programs-  Meredeth  Allen,  Bicentennial-  Bill 
McAuley,  Curator/Historian-  Kristiana  Grimm 

Oak  Hill  Grange  #32  had  20  members  including  6  golden  sheaf  members  (members  for 
50+  years).  The  master  of  the  Grange  was  Merie  Jones.  Meetings  are  held  at  the  Town 
Hall  and  in  private  homes.  The  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award  was  presented  to  all  the 
Francestown  School  Volunteers.  There  were  over  100  volunteers  and  the  Grange 
presented  the  co-ordinator,  Beth  Wallace,  with  a  fi-amed  certificate  and  Grange 
paperweight.  The  children  made  bookmarks,  which  were  presented  to  all  the  volunteers. 
The  Grange  also  sponsored  "Meet  the  Candidates  Night"  in  Febmary. 

The  Mini-^ter  of  the  Francestown  Community  Church,  Rev  Keta  Jones,  resigned  in  the 
fall.  The  church  began  its  search  for  a  new  minister.  Activities  at  the  church  included: 
The  CROP  WALK  and  12*  annual  Fall  Festival  in  October  and  the  Christmas  Fair  in 
December.  Work  began  to  restore  the  stained  glass  windows  and  continued  towards 
making  the  church  more  accessible  with  a  brick  walkway,  wooden  ramps  and  new  doors. 

The  Francestown  Elementary  School  had  an  enrollment  of  92  students.  In  addition,  6 
students  were  home  schooled. 

Francestown  Community  Pre- School  had  an  enrollment  of  17  students  ft-om  the  towns 
of  Francestown,  New  Boston,  Antrim,  Bennington  and  Lyndeborough.  Sherri  Cheaney 
was  President  of  the  Board.  The  school  offers  full-time  and  part-time  programs  and  an 
afternoon  enrichment  program,  which  includes  Kindergartners.  They  also  offer  a  summer 
program. 


The  Food  Co-Op  was  in  operation  meeting  twice  a  month  at  the  Town  Hall.  This  was 
its  21^  year  of  operation,  making  it  one  of  the  longest  continuing  co-ops  in  existence. 

In  September,  the  Francestown  Community  Theatre  presented  "  The  Foreigner". 

There  were  no  Girl  Scout  Troops  in  town  this  year.  There  were  13  Cub  Scouts:  2 
Tigers,  5  Bears,  3  Webelos  I  and  3  Webelos  H.  There  were  15  Boy  Scouts:  1  Webelo,  3 
Tenderfoot,  2  Second  Class,  2  First  Class,  5  Star  and  2  Life. 

The  terrorist  attacks  of  September  1 1*^  deeply  shocked  and  saddened  everyone  and 
patriotism  was  displayed  everywhere  with  flags  and  signs  demonstrating  our  love  and 
support  for  our  country.  People  expressed  new  appreciation  and  importance  of  family  and 
friends.  It  seems  an  appropriate  time  to  show  thanks  and  support  for  all  those  who  have 
served  or  are  currently  serving  to  protect  and  defend  our  way  of  life.  To  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,  residents  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  were:  USAF-  Staff  Sgt  Richard 
Kiczek,  National  Guard-  Maj  Tim  Ainsworth,  Air  National  Guard-  Colonel  Sylvia 
Johnson. 

Francestown  mourned  the  loss  of  several  residents  in  2001. 
January  8,  2001-  Victoria  T.  Tricomo,  enjoyed  cooking,  crocheting,  knitting  and  reading. 
January  16,  2001-  Genevieve  Millar  spent  many  summers  in  town,  was  a  graduate  of 
Colby  Sawyer  College  and  worked  there  many  years  in  admissions,  fundraising  and 
alumni  work. 

January  21,  2001-  Dr.  Richard  H.  Daggy-  served  in  the  US  Navy  during  WWII,  taught 
biology  at  Univ  of  Minnesota,  served  as  medical  director  for  American  Arabian  Oil  Co., 
taught  public  health  at  Harvard  Univ.  and  also  served  as  acting  Dean  for  the  School  of 
Public  Health  of  Harvard  Univ.  In  the  1990's,  he  served  as  director  of  the  Audubon 
Society  in  Concord  NH. 

February  7,  2001-  Frances  A.  Whittemore,  loved  curling  and  golf  and  was  a  member  of 
many  organizations  including:  League  of  Women  Voters,  and  Wellesley  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross.

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2001  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  ADMINISTRATOR'S  REPORT 

The  time  has  finally  come  to  increase  the  budget  by  $1,000.  As  the  cost  of  living  in  the 
country  (rent/mortgage,  utilities,  food,  etc.)  has  increased  and  some  famihes  find 
themselves  strapped,  the  need  for  assistance  has  become  critical  to  a  few.  This  need  has 
not  been  impacted  by  changes  in  State  Welfare  laws  as  but  as  we  all  know,  the  dollar 
doesn't  go  as  far  today  as  it  did  only  a  few  years  ago.  In  general,  as  Francestown  is  more 
expensive  than  many  other  communities  and  lacks  local  employment  opportunities,  most 
clients  receive  assistance  on  a  very  short  term  basis,  and  then  they  often  do  move  on,  to 
areas  offering  more  services,  housing  altematives  and  jobs.  The  $6,000.  budget 
requested  is  all-inclusive  and  covers  assistance  granted,  payroll,  memberships  and 
publications.  State  law  is  such  that  if  there  is  a  valid  need,  this  office  is  allowed  to 
expend  beyond  the  budget. 

Assistance  is  readily  available  but  those  in  need  must  apply.  Keep  in  mind  that  the 
application  form  is  lengthy  and  information  given  must  be  verified  prior  to  receipt  of 
tovra  assistance,  unless  it  is  an  emergency.  Do  not  wait  until  the  last  minute  before 
making  a  call  for  help,  as  the  process  does  take  time.  Most  landlords,  lenders  and  utility 
companies  are  willing  to  work  with  you  and  the  Town.  This  office  also  has  the  obligation 
to  direct  possible  clients  to  other  service  organizations  for  assistance.  To  check  out 
available  services,  please  contact  the  following  organizations  and  ask  about  their 
ehgibility  requirements  and  programs  that  may  serve  you.
